To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ended  S'! st  December,  I96I.  As  in  previous  years  Sections  'C,  *D'  and 
’E’  have  been  contributed  by  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Mr.  D.  A.  Pamphilon,  whose  assistance  in  this  connection  is  gratefully 
acknowledged. 


1.  The  health  of  the  area  remained  satisfactory  during  I96I  as  judged  by 
the  Vital  Statistics^  all  of  which  approximate  fairly  closely  to  the 
national  average. 

There  was  a drop  of  2,500  in  the  estimated  mid-year  population  as 
compared  with  I96O,  due  to  the  census  of  April  196I  together  with  the 
other  factors  normally  taken  into  account  in  population  estimates. 

The  Birth  and  Death  Rates  are  therefore  relatively  high  in  comparison 
with  those  for  196CV  calculated  as  they  are  per  1,000  of  the  population. 


2.  There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  Infectious  Disease,  though 
Measles  was  prevalent  among  the  child  population  during  the  first  nine 
months  of  the  year. 


3»  saw  the  virtual  completion  of  the  Low  Level  Water  Supply 

Scheme,  and  definite  progress  in  connection  with  the  High  Level  Scheme 
which  was  to  be  the  subject  of  an  investigation  by  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  early  in  1962. 


4»  Progress  in  the  provision  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  facilities 
was  made  during  the  year  by  the  commencement  of  Stage  III  of  the  Highley 
Scheme,  the  completion  of  the  extensions  to  the  Worfield  system,  and 
the  satisfactory  conclusion  of  negotiations  for  the  acquisition  of  land 
for  the  Alveley  Scheme. 

The  needs  of  the  smaller  units  of  population  in  the  District  again 
received  much  attention,  and  fiature  sewage  disposal  schemes  were  planned 
for  various  villages. 


5.  18  Council  houses  were  completed  during  I96I  at  Claverley  and  Highley, 

and  a further  8 were  in  course  of  construction  at  31st  December. 

Another  40  houses  and  flats  are  to  be  built  at  Alveley  and  12  houses 
at  Hilton,  Both  these  projects  are  awaiting  the  provision  of  adequate 
sewerage  systems  in  these  areas. 

Little  progress  was  made  with  slum-clearance,  only  7 individually 
unfit  houses  being  dealt  with.  It  is  hoped  that  when  the  new  Council 
houses  at  Alveley  are  available  some  progress  can  be  made  with  slum- 
clearance  in  that  area. 


6.  As  mentioned  at  the  end  of  Section  ’C’  a comprehensive  survey  of  all 
properties  in  the  District  was  commenced  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
during  the  year. 

When  completed,  this  fund  of  up-to-date  information  will  provide  a 
valuable  guide  to  the  Council  in  the  formulation  of  futtire  policy  in 
many  fields. 


In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  those 
who  have  assisted  in  the  preparation  of  this  Report,  and  in  particular 
to  Mr.  D.  A.  Paraphilon,  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  J.  Stocker, 
Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  Miss  M.  Southern,  our  Clerical 
Assistant.  Their  v/illing  co-operation  and  help  in  all  matters  through- 
out the  year  is  also  gratefully  acknowledged.

Malignant  disoaso  (all  typos  included)  was  responsible  for  17  deaths  in 
1961  as  compared  with  27  in  the  previous  year.  None  was  due  to  cancer  of  the 
lung  or  bronchus.  Malignant  disease  caused  a much  lower  percentage  of  the 
total  deaths  than  in  1 96O  (12.8^  as  compared  with  21.3%)* 

Affections  involving  the  Heart  and  Circulatory  system  caused  about  half 
the  total  deaths,  as  has  been  the  case  in  recent  years.

5,  MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

Ihere  were  again  no  deaths  related  to  pregnancy  or  childbirth  in  19^1»  this 
being  the  seventh  successive  year  with  no  maternal  mortality.  Since  1950,  there 
have  only  been  two  maternal  deaths,  one  in  1953,  and  one  in  1954*

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


1.  HOSPITAL  AND  SPECIALIST  SERVICES 

Uie  hospitals  in  the  area  are  administered  by  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital 
Boaxd,  through  its  Hospital  Management  Committees. 

Ihe  general  hospitals  most  easily  accessible  to  inhabitants  of  the  Rural 
District  are  those  at  Brid.gnorth,  Kidderminster,  Shrewsbury  and  vvolverhampton* 
All  provide  out-patient  and  in-patient  treatment. 

Infectious  Disease  cases  are  admitted  to  the  isolation  hospitals  at 
V/olverhampton  or  Shrewsbiory. 

Since  the  closure  of  Shirlett  ^natorium  in  March,  I96I , tuberculosis 
sufferers  have  been  treated  at  Copthorne  Hospital  or  Cross  Houses  Hospital. 

The  chronic  sick  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  generally  admitted  to 
New  Cross  Hospital,  Wolverhampton,  gist  Hamlet  Hospital,  Ludlow, or  Shifnal 
Hospital. 


2.  GENERAL  MICAL.  DENTAL.  PHARMACEUTICAL  AND  SUPPLEMENTARY  QPH'THALMIC  SERVICES. 

'ttiese  services  are  administered  by  the  <^lop  Executive  Council,  Abbey 
Foregato,  Shrewsbury. 


5,  LOCAL  HEALTH  AUTHORITY  SERVICES. 

Silop  County  Council,  as  Local  Health  Authority,  is  responsible  for  tho 
provision  and  administration  of  tho  follOT/ing  services 

Health  Centres  (None  in  this  area). 

Caro  of  mothers  and  young  children. 

Domiciliary  Midwifery. 

Health  Visiting. 

Homo  Nursing. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

Anbulance  Services, 

Prevention  of  illness,  care  and  after-care. 

Domestic  Help  Service. 

(a)  Maternal  and  Child  Vfclfare. 

The  one  Child  l/^felfare  Clinic  in  the  District,  held  in  the  Annexe  to  the 
Highloy  Miners'  Welfare  Hall,  continued  to  have  excellent  attendances  through- 
out the  year.  It  is  held  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesday  afternoons  in  each 
month  from  I.50  to  4*50  p.m. 

Other  clinics  accessible  to  those  in  some  parts  of  the  Rural  District  are 
held,  at  weekly  or  fortnightly  intervals,  at  Bridgnorth,  Cleobury  Mortimer  and 
Much  Wenlock. 

(b)  Vfelfare  Foods. 

Uie  National  Welfare  Foods  (National  Dried  Milk,  Orange  Juice,  Cod- Liver 
oil,  and  Vitamin  'A'  and  'D'  tablets)  are  available  at  tho  Welfare  Centres 
during  Clinic  hours,  and  at  various  conveniently  situated  distribution-points 
throughout  the  district. 


(c)  Health  Visiting.  Home  Nursing.  Domiciliary  Midwifer:w« 

One  full-time  Health  Visitor  serves  a large  part  of  tho  District  adjacent 
to  Bridgnorth,  and  Health  Visiting  in  other  parts  of  tho  area  is  undertaken  by 
the  local  District- Nurse  Midwives  in  addition  to  their  other  duties, 

TWO  District-Nurse/ll'Iidwives  are  stationed  in  tho  Rural  District  - one 
at  Highloy,  and  one  at  Hilton.  The  rest  of  the  District  is  served  by  Nurses 
based  outside  its  area. 
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(d)  Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

Under  tho  County  Co'uncil's  Scheme,  Vaccination  against  3nallpox,  and 
Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  \'ttiooping- Cough,  Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis 
may  he  carried  out  by  arrangements  with  a general  practitioner  or  at  any 
Child  fthlfare  Centre. 


Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis. 

At  the  commencement  of  19^1,  all  those  up  to  the  ago  of  40  years  wore 
eligible  for  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  by  three  injections  of  ^Ik 
vaccine.  Regular  day  vaccination  sessions  for  infants  and  toddlers,  and 
evening  sessions  for  adults  continued  to  be  hold  at  clinics  for  this  purpose. 
Vaccination  was  also  undertaken  by  family  doctors. 

In  April,  the  Ministry  of  Health  recommended  that  a,  4t?i?  roinforoing, 
injection  should  be  made  available  to  children  between  tho  ages  of  5 ^-^d  12 
years,  if  possible  before  the  summer  season.  Arrangements  were  accordingly 
made  for  school  Medical  Officers  in  the  County  to  visit  all  their  schools  for 
this  p\n?pose  during  the  summer  term. 

In  October,  the  Ministry  adopted  the  recommendations  of  the  Cohen 
Committee,  and  announced  that  the  oral  (Sibin)  vaccine  would  shortly  be  made 
available  to  Local  Health  Authorities  for  tho  routine  Vaccination  of  those  up 
to  the  ago  of  40  years. 


Vaccination  against  lUberculosis . 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  is  offered  each  year  to  all  children 
aged  11  - 15  years  who  are  foimd  by  preliminary  testing  to  require  this  pro- 
tection. Only  very  few  parents  refuse  their  consent  for  this  procedure,  which 
is  carried  out  at  the  schools. 


(e)  Anublance  fervice. 

The  Central  Ambulance  Department  for  the  County  is  in  Shrewsbury 
(iblephono  No,  Shrewsbury  633'!  ) "fco  which  all  requests  for  an  ambulance  should  be 
made.  Tiro  ambulances  and  a car  for  sitting  cases  are  stationed  in  Bridgnorth 
for  use  on  local  journeys. 


(f)  Domestic  Hein  Service . 

The  service  of  a domestic  help  is  available,  in  the  words  of  the  Act  for 
•any  person  who  is  ill,  an  expectant  mother,  mctally  defective,  aged,  or  a 
child  not  over  compulsory  school  ago. • Enquiries  regarding  this  service  are 
dealt  with  at  the  Domestic  Help  Office,  Bridgnorth  Welfare  Centro  (Telephone 
No,  Bridgnorth  3078)  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays  between  2,15  and 
4.30  p.m.

V/ATER  SUPPLIES. 


COMPREHENSIVE  SCHEMES. 

1.  JOINT  HIGH  LEVEL  WATER  SUPPLY  SCHEME. 


The  above  scheme  is  one  which  is  to  be  entered  into  jointly  by  the 
Ludlow  and  Bridgnorth  R.B.C’n.  It  is  now  proposed  that  a bulk  supply  of 
water  will  be  taken  from  the  Elan  aqueduct  and  bo  distributed,  after  bedr^ 
S®of^the  ilolSSS’  -IS  parishe^in  the 


The  provision  of  a water  supply  scheme  to  this  lessor  populated  part 
of  the  district  is  appreciated  to  bo  an  urgent  necessity  in  order  that 
further  progress  in  agricultiuro  and  housing  may  proceed. 


It  is,  therefore,  pleasing  to  report  that  an  investigation  into  the 
scheme  by  the  Ministry  was  to  bo  made  early  in  19^2.  * 


2*  LOW  LEVEL  WATER  SUPPLY  SCHEME. 


By  the  end  of  the  year  this  scheme,  except  for  the  laying  of  some  small 
lengths  of  main,  was  virtually  complete. 

A branch  main  in  the  lye  Lane  area  of  Alvcloy  Parish  was  completed. 

The  scheme  now  serves  properties  in  some  20  parishes  in  the  district 
and  is  imdoubtodly  a major  contribution  to  the  development  of  this  part  of 
the  district. 

Figures  for  the  past  year  show  that  many  more  people  are  taking  advantage 
of  the  scheme  and  are  connecting  their  properties  to  the  mains.  Nevertheless, 
the  scheme  is  far  short  of  serving  its  potential,  and  it  is  to  bo  hoped  that 
in  the  near  future  further  stops  can  be  taken  with  a view  to  encouraging, 
and  if  needs  be,  enforcing  connections  vathin  tho  terms  of  the  Public 
Health  Acts. 


3 . CLAVERLEY.  WORFIELD  AND  RUBGE. 

These  properties  are  within  the  Statutory  area  of  the  Wolverhampton 
Water  Undertaking  and  the  main  centres  of  population  are  well  served. 

Reports  from  tho  Wolverhampton  ^ter  Engineer  show  that  water  supplied 
to  the  district  is  chlorinated,  and  bacteriological  sampling  has  proved 
tho  supply  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  proposed  branch  mains  to  serve  the  Beobridge,  Gatacro  and  Farmcote 
areas  were  again  considered  during  the  year  but  no  firm  conclusions  wore 
reached  as  to  the  ultimate  route  to  bo  taken.

PURITY  OF  SUPPLIES 

(a)  MAINS  SUPPLIES 

All  water  now  supplied  to  the  district  is  received  from  the 
Birmingham  Ifeter  Undertaking,  Ihe  Council's  Low  Level  SDhemo  is  supplied 
from  the  Elan  Aqueduct  and  is  chlorinated  at  five  chlorinator  houses  as  it 
enters  the  mains  for  distrubution. 

Regular  sampling  of  the  water  throughout  the  system  is  carried  out  to  en- 
sure that  the  chlorination  has  been  effective  and  that  no  pollution  has  occurred 
in  the  course  of  distrubution. 

Smples  are  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Shrewsbury 
for  bacteriological  analysis.  A summary  of  the  reports  received  during  1961 
is  as  follows; -

Ihe  results  shown  above  compare  very  favourably  with  those  obtained 
last  year.  The  routine  sampling  of  the  mains  water  supplies  in  the  district 
provides  a ready  guide  over  the  years  to  the  systems'  efficiency,  ajid  is 
particularly  important  where  new  mains  are  being  brought  into  use. 


(b)  PRIVATE  SUPPLIES.  WELLS  AND  SPRINGS  ETC. 

During  the  year  various  sairples  were  taken  from  private  supplies,  either 
at  the  request  of  the  householder  or  when  consideration  was  being  given  to 
improvements  to  the  property. 

Much  work  requires  to  be  done  in  this  field,  both  with  a view  to  im- 
proving private  supplies  and  where  mains  supplies  are  available,  to  ensuring 
that  the  private  supply  of  doubtful  character  is  discontinued  and  the  pro- 
perty connected  to  the  mains. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Persons  living  in  rural  surroundings  to-day  are  no  longer  satisfied 
with  primitive  amenities,  they  require  a standard  of  housing  as  high  as 
is  to  be  found  in  an  urban  community.  However,  before  this  standard  can 
be  attained,  it  is  necessary  to  provide  the  basic  services  upon  ^ioh 
such  amenities  depend* 

Ihe  provision  of  sewerage  facilities  in  a rural  area  of  this  size  and 
of  such  a scattered  nature  must,  of  needs,  be  based  on  a long  term 
economic  policy*  Such  a programme,  however,  has  been  discussed  by  the 
Council  and  steps  have  been  taken  to  provide  disposal  schemes  in  certain 
villages  and  schemes  are  under  construction  to  serve  some  nine  further 
villages. 

It  is,  of  course,  recognised  that  not  all  the  area  can  be  served  by 
sewage  disposal  schemes,  many  houses  must  rely  on  septic  tanks  which,  if 
properly  designed  and  maintained,  can  be  a satisfactory  method  of  disposal* 
Nevertheless,  care  must  be  taken  in  the  site  and  method  chosen  for  the 
disposal  of  the  effluent.  Too  many  ditches  and  watercourses  are  being 
polluted  by  the  careless  disposal  of  septic  tank  effluents. 

A problem  referred  to  in  last  year's  report  was  that  of  the  disposal 
of  farm  drainage.  There  seems  to  be  no  easy  solution  to  this  problem,  but 
schemes  whereby  the  sewage  is  ret\n*ned  to  agricultural  land  seem  to  bo 
giving  good  results. 

PARISH  REPORTS: 

Alvelev» 

Negotiations  for  the  acquisition  of  the  land  for  the  disposal  works  took 
place  during  the  year  and  were  finally  settled,  tenders  for  the  carrying  out 
of  the  works  being  invited  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Worf ield. 

The  work  commenced  last  year  on  the  extension  to  the  existing  sewerage 
system  was  completed  during  the  year.  It  is  to  bo  hoped  that  owners  of 
property  in  the  village  able  to  connect  to  the  sewer  will  now  take  advantage 
of  its  provision  by  the  Council. 

Hjghlev* 

work  was  commenced  during  the  year  on  Stage  III  of  the  above  scheme-. 

The  extension  to  the  scheme  will  cater  for  the  Rhea  Hall  Housing  Estate 
extension  and  the  works  at  Vicarage  Lane  to  be  dispensed  with* 


REFUSE  AND  REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

The  Council  oontinued  to  collect  refuse  from  all  parishes  by  direct 
labour  throughout  the  year.  A weekly  collection  is  made  in  the  more 
densely  populated  areas,  and  a fortnightly  collection  in  the  outlying  areaa* 
It  is,  of  course,  impracticable  to  collect  from  certain  isolated  and/or 
inaccessible  properties. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  semi-controlled  tipping  on  land,  the  tips 
being  situated  at  Highley,  Alveley  and  Ditton  Priors. 

A former  mine  shaft  at  Kinlet  is  also  used  for  tipping. 

During  the  year  the  old  tip  at  Alveley  was  finished  and  tipping  now 
takes  place  in  a disused  quarry  nearby* 

The  Council's  tips  receive  regular  treatment  for  the  eradication  of 
rodents  and  insect  pests.

It  has  been  particularly  noticed  during-  the  year  that  many  householders 
do  not  possess  refuse  bins,  rather  do  they  depend  on  old  baths  and  oil 
drums  etc.  Such  containers  are  most  unsatisfactory  from  a health  sta.ndpoint 
and  in  many  cases  are  potentially  dangerous  to  the  men  engaged  on  refuse 
collection  work.  It  is  felt  that  this  trend  towards  the  use  of  non-regula- 
tion type  containers  must  be  watched  and  appropriate  action  taken  by  the 
Council  if  necessary. 


FACTORIES  ACTS.  19^7  AM)  lQd8. 

Uie  Council  is  responsible,  by  the  provisions  of  part  I of  the  Factories 
Act,  '1937»  ^‘or  ensuring  the  adequacy  and  suitability  of  sanitary  conveniences 
in  all  factories  in  the  district,  and  in  the  case  of  factories  in  which 
mechanical  power  is  not  used,  is  also  responsible  for  inspecting  the  pre- 
mises to  ensure  that  working  conditions  are  satisfactory. 

At  the  end  of  19^1,  there  were  26  factories  on  the  register,  24  using 
mechanical  power  and  2 non-mecha,nical. 

A total  of  23  inspections  of  factories  were  made  during  the  year, 
when  two  defects  were  found.  (See  appendix  at  the  end  of  the  Report) 

Part  VIII  of  the  Act  also  gives  the  Council  the  responsibility  for  en- 
suring that  premises  in  which  any  persons  are  employed  as  out-workers  are 
not  injurious  or  dangerous  to  health.  No  persons  were  notified  by  their 
employers  as  out-workers  dijring  1 96I . 


AGRICULTURAL  (SAFETY.  HE^iLTE  AND  WELFARE  PROVISIONS)  ACT.  19^6. 

Ssctions  3 and  5 of  the  above  Act  place  a duty  on  local  Authorities 
in  connection  with  the  provision  of  sanitairy  conveniences  on  farms  where 
agricultural  workers  are  employed. 

Specific  visits  are  not  made  to  agricultiual  holdings  for  this  purpose, 
but  when  such  premises  are  visited  the  subject  is  borne  in  mind.  On  no 
occasion  has  it  been  found  necessary  to  serve  notices,  the  desired  result 
being  obtained  by  an  informal  talk  with  the  farmer  concerned. 


PEST  CONTROL. 

The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949j  requires  a Local  Authority 
to  inspect  all  premises  in  their  district,  and  to  ensure  that  any  infesta- 
tions of  rats  and  mice  are  dealt  with  either  by  the  Authority,  or  by  the 
occupier  in  the  ca,se  of  trade  and  agricultural  premises. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  inspection  of  the  district,  the  Rodent 
Operative  answers  nimierous  requests  from  householders  and  tradespeople  dur- 
ing the  coiirse  of  the  year.  In  addition  to  this  work,  all  those  sewers 
maintained  by  the  Council  are  inspected  and  test  baited,  disinf estation 
treatments  being  carried  out  where  necessary, 

The  service  is  extensively  used  in  controlling  rat  infestations  on 
Council  tips,  and  fly  infestations  on  tips  and  around  sewage  works.

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CARAVMS  AM  CAJUVAN  COOTROL 


'Sie  past  year  was  the  first  complete  year  during  which  the  Caravan  Sites 
and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960  was  in  being.  The  application  of  this 
new  legislation  within  this  district  has  resulted  in  many  of  the  smaller  sites 
closing  down,  whilst  most  of  the  larger  and  more  commercial  sites  have  now 
been  licensed.  It  is  hoped  that  when  the  conditions  attached  to  these 
licences  are  complied  with,  there  will  be  a noticeable  improvement  in  the 
amenities  provided  and  the  management  of  the  sites. 

The  conditions  attached  to  the  licences  issued  were  those  adopted  by 
the  Council  and  were  based  on  the  Model  Standard  issued  by  the  Minister. 

These  conditions  follov/  the  Model  Standards  closely  and  require  sites  to 
attain  a high  standard,  but  when  one  appreciates  the  commercial  nature  of 
sites  in  the  area  duo  to  its  proximity  to  the  industrial  Midlands,  one  ap- 
preciatos  that  no  other  standard  would  have  been  practical. 


VISITS  AMD  IM3PECTI0ITS. 

The  following  list  shows  the  nature  of  inspections  and  visits  made  by  the 
Public  Health  Departm.ent  and  is  a guide  to  where  the  main  efforts  have  been. 

As  would  be  expected  in  a rural  area  much  time  has  been  spent  on  drainage, 
water  supplies,  and  housing.  However,  it  should  also  be  noted  that  the  steady 
growth  of  slaughtering  at  the  Eardington  Slaughterhouse  has  meant  that  much 
time  has  been  spent  on  meat  inspection.

It  will  be  seen  that  advantage  is  still  being  taken  of  the  opportunity 
to  improve  houses  in  the  district  by  way  of  grants  under  the  Housing  Acts* 
Nevertheless  it  is  still  considered  that  too  few  houses  are  being  improved  in 
this  way  to  make  a real  impression  on  the  housing  standards  of  the  district* 


The  survey  of  houses  now  taJcing  place  should  show  the  true  position  on 
housing  and  any  future  rise  or  fall  in  standards.  With  this  information  to 
hand,  the  Council  may  then  take  steps  to  improve  the  housing  position  in  a 
particular  area  by  encouragement  of  the  use  of  grants  and  if  necessary  the 
service  of  notices.

INSPECTION  OF  WAT  AND  OTPER  FOODS 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  are  three  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  Two  are  used 
solely  hy  the  occupiers  hut  the  third  at  Eardington  is  used  regularly  by  eight 
butchers,  five  of  whom  have  their  business  in  a neighbouring  Authorities  area. 

All  animals  slaughtered  at  the  slaughterhouses  are  inspected  as  soon  as 
possible  after  slaughter.  Throughput  at  the  Eardington  slaughterhouse  has  in- 
creased considerably  and  an  increasing  amount  of  time  is  now  spent  on  this  work. 
It  is  anticipated  that  the  throughput  will  soon  reach  figures  laid  down  by  the 
Ministry  whereby  the  Council  can  claim  a grant.  This  will  mean  that  the  kill 
throughout  the  district  is  1-|-  times  greater  than  is  required  for  this  district 
alone. 

During  the  year  the  Council  submitted  their  Slaughterhouse  Report  to  the 
Minister  as  laid  down  in  Section  3 of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act.  The  report  and 
its  recommendations  were  accepted  by  the  Minister,  and  1st  January,  19^3  made 
as  the  ’Appointed  Day'  by  when  all  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  have  to 
comply  with  the  regulations  made  under  the  Act.

The  total  amount  of  meat  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  at  the 
slaughterhouses  during  the  year  was  11  cwt.  2 qtrs.  3 l^s. 

The  above  figures  again  show  a significant  drop  in  the  number  of  animals 
found  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis,  and  appears  to  be  proof  positive  of  the 
attested  area  policy. 

The  only  increase  recorded  is  that  in  pigs,  where  it  is  now  suspected 
that  infection  of  the  sub-maxillary  lymphatic  glands  diagnosed  by  macroscopic 
examinations  as  being  tuberculosis  could  in  some  cases  have  been  caused  by  a 
micro-organism  which  is  harmless  to  man,  ( Corynebacterium  equi. ) Differential 
diagnosis  is  not  easy  without  confirmation  by  a bacteriologist  but  it  is 
hoped  to  be  able  to  submit  a series  of  specimens  to  the  laboratory  for  con- 
firmation. 
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METHOD  OP  DISPOSAL  OP  CONDEMNED  MEAT 


All  meat  condemned  at  the  slaughterhouses  is  now  removed  hy  an 
approved  knacker  in  accordance  with  the  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilising) 
Regulations,  196O. 


POOD  INSPECTION 


This  aspect  of  the  Department’s  work  is  usually  carried  out  as 
routine  inspections  are  made  of  food  shops,  bakeries  etc.,  though  occasionally 
members  of  the  public  do  bring  suspect  articles  of  food  to  the  office  for 
advice  and  complaint. 

Most  retailers  are  aware  to-day  that  it  is  an  offence  under  the  Pood 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955  "to  have  unsound  food  in  their  possession. 

The  following  quantities  of  foodstuffs  were  surrendered  as  being  unfit 
for  human  consumption  during  the  year,

POOD  HYGIENE, 

Routine  inspections  of  food  premises  in  the  area  is  an  important  part 
of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Health  Inspectors. 

Many  structural  alterations  were  achieved  in  the  improvement  of 
premises  as  a result  of  these  visits,  and,  it  appears  that  v/ork  in  this 
field  can  now  be  concentrated  on  the  personal  hygiene  of  food  handlers  and 
the  way  in  v/hich  they  handle  food. 

It  must  again  be  repeated  that  before  a high  standard  of  hygiene  can 
be  obtained,  the  public  themselves  must  show  more  concern  at  the  way  food 
is  handled  and  served.  By  refusing  to  condone  dirty  habits  such  as  finger 
licking,  blowing  open  bags,  carelessly  exposed  food  etc.,  far  higher 
standards  can  be  achieved. 

Seldom  axe  complaints  received  from  the  public  on  matters  concern- 
ing food  hygiene. 


ICB  CREAM. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  49  premises  in  the  district 
registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream.  Ttiere  are  no  manufacturers  of 
ice-cream  in  the  district,  the  product  sold  in  each  case  being  pre- 
wrapped .
